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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-45 are objected to because of the following informalities: claims contain 
various misspelled words (e.g., summarising). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 3-24 and 26-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bowman (5,627,886). 

Conisder claims 1, 24 and 45, Bowman teaches a method and system of configurably 
profiling data comprising: receiving data from an input data stream (col. 4 lines 14-20); pre- 
processing the received data by performing configurable first calculations thereon to create data 
relating to profiling features (col. 8 lines 50-62); summarizing the profiling features data over a 
length of time by performing configurable second calculations thereon to create summarized data 
relating to profiled features (col. 8 lines 63 - col. 9 line 36); and post processing the profiled 
features data by performing configurable third calculations thereon to create a profiled output 
data stream for fiirther processing (col. 9 line 39-65). 

Consider claims 3-5, 26-27, Bowman teaches the claimed features (col. 8 line 50 - col. 9 
line 48). 

Consider claims 6, 28, Bowman teaches the claimed feature (col. 9 lines 59-65) 
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Consider claims 7-13, 17, 29-36, 39Bowman teaches the claimed features (col. 13 line 66 
- col. 14 line 67). 

Consider claims 14, 37, Bowman teaches wherein an event message is created when the 
profiler receives its first input (col. 7 line 60 - col. 8 line 19). 

Consider claims 15-16, 38, Bowman teaches the claimed features (col. 8 lines 50-62; col. 
13 lines 12-28). 

Consider claims 18-21, 40-43, Bowman teaches the claimed features (col. 13 lines 12- 

28). 

Consider claim 22, Bowman teaches wherein the data is profiled to detect possible 
instances of fraud (col. 8 lines 50-62). 

Consider claims 23, 44, Bowman teaches wherein the method and system use with a 
fraud detection system (abstract). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bowman 
(5,627,886) in view of Gavan et al (6,601,048). 

Consider claims 2 and 25, Bowman did not suggest wherein the pre-processing includes 
receiving feedback data, which is used in the first calculations to create the data relating to 
profiling features, wherein the post-processing creates the feedback data from the third 
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calculations. However, Gavan et al suggested such (col. 1 1 lines 10-26; col. 25 lines 33-43). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Gavan et al into view of Bowman in order to 
enhance the detection of fraudulent activities as well as new method of fraud.
